His Excellency the Governor General was then pleased to open the Session by the 
following Gracious Speech to both Houses of Parliament : 

Honourable Gentlemen of the Senate : 



Gentlemen of the House of Commons : 

In meeting you again at the commencement of another session of Parliament, it 
is my first duty to express the deep sense of our gratitude to Divine Providence for 
the many blessings which Canada has received during the past year, and particularly 
for the exceptionally bountiful harvest in Manitoba and the North-west Territories. 

It was very gratifying to note the cordial reception tendered by all classes of the 
people, to the Prince and Princess of Wales on the occasion of their visit in Septem 
ber and October last, the only regrettable feature being the limited time at their dis 
posal, which prevented their visiting many important centres of population. It is 
however a great satisfaction to know that their Eoyal Highnesses enjoyed their tour 
through Canada and carried away the most pleasant recollections of their visit to 
this part of the Empire. 
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The assassination of President McKinley, has elicited a universal feeling of sym 
pathy and sorrow throughout the civilized world and, though Canada has happily so 
far been free from crimes of the character, the close proximity to the United States 
may make it advisable to join our efforts to the efforts of the United States and other 
nations and to provide by legislation for the adequate punishment of those who, either 
by speech or writing, incite fanatics to the perpetration of such horrible crimes. 

The returns of the late census will be laid before you and, while the absolute in 
crease in the number of population is not so great as might have been expected, the 
evidences of growth in wealth and in the general tokens of prosperous development 
are highly satisfactory. There is good reason also to believe that the increase of 
population during the latter half of the decade has been very greatly in excess of 
the average of former years and that in the near future we may look for a much more 
rapid growth than occurred during the period covered by the last two censuses. 

Application having been made by the Canadian Pacific Railway Company for 
approval of an increase of its capital, to meet the demand for additional rolling stock 
and other improved facilities, for handling the growing traffic, my Ministers availed 
themselves of the opportunity to stipulate that the long pending question of the power 
of the Governor in Council to regulate the tolls of the Company, should be submitted 
to the Courts for a judical decision. The correspondence and other papers will be 
laid before you. 

The inventor, Mr. Marconi, having met unexpected obstacles to the carrying on 
of his experiments in wireless ocean telegraphy in a sister colony, my Ministers deem 
ed it expedient to invite him to continue his operations on the coast of Nova Scotia, 
and they availed themselves of his presence in Canada to enter into negotiations result 
ing in an arrangement through which, should the project prove as successful as is 
hoped for, the,Government and people of Canada will enjoy the benefits of the 
invention on very favourable terms, including rates for transatlantic messages very 
much below those now existing. 

I am pleased to inform you that the display made by Canada of her products, at 
the several expositions at which they have been exhibited during the last year has 
attracted much attention, and has already resulted in many inquiries and orders for 
our goods. 

I may also congratulate you on the satisfactory condition of the revenue and on 
the steady and continuous expansion of the general business of the country as evi 
denced by the increased volume of exports and imports. 

With the view of still further facilitating and developing our trade with other 
countries, it will probably be found expedient to increase the number of our com 
mercial agencies, and Parliament will be asked to consider the desirability of making 
additional provision for that purpose. 

I have also pleasure in informing you that the Governments of Australia and 
New Zealand have accepted an invitation from my Government to attend a conference 
in London next June for the consideration of trade, transportation, cable and other 
matters of intercolonial corcern, and it is hoped that the meeting may lead to an 
extension of Canadian trade with those important portions of His Majesty s Domin 
ions. 

I have further to advise you that my Government, having caused inquiry to be 
made, has reached the conclusion that the establishment of direct steamship service 
with South Africa would enable Canada to secure in that country a profitable market 
for her varied products, and, to that end, will endeavour to arrange for such a service. 
His Majesty has been graciously pleased to invite the Premier to be present at the 
ceremonies attending his Coronation. It is to be hoped that the presence of the lead 
ing statesmen of the several colonies upon this occasion will afford an opportunity 
for the discussion of subjects of mutual interest which may considerably affect the 
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development of our trade and commerce in the near future, with the mother country 
and with our sister colonies. 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons : 

The public accounts for the last year and the estimates for the succeeding year 
will be laid before you without delay. 

Honourable Gentlemen of the Senate : 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons : 

I commit the above matters and all others which may be submitted to you, to your 
earnest consideration, and I rely upon your wisdom and prudence to deal with them 
in the manner which, under Divine Providence, may prove most conducive to the 
best interests of Canada.

Librarians of Parliament on the state of the Library of Parliament, for the year 
1901. 

The same was then read by the Clerk, and it is as follows : 

To the Honourable the Speaker of the Senate : 

The Joint Librarians of Parliament have the honour to present the following re 
port for the year 1901 : 

During the recess the Librarians have endeavoured to complete several important 
collections which had lately been in arrears. In the field of natural sciences, advance 
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is so rapid that works which were up to date a few years ago, are now almost behind 
time. At a considerable expense they had to be replaced by the latest editions. 

Through our exchanges with other British Colonies, the Librarians have been 
able to collect valuable data and statistics on every part of the distant dependencies 
of the Empire. The vast amount of information contained in these give a very com 
plete idea of the great resources of the Colonies in the different parts of the world. 

Statistics from the United States have also been procured from Washington ; 
among them the bulletins of the Census Eeport of 1900, and also the numerous Gov 
ernment Reports from many States, their consolidated laws and results of researches 
of scientific commissions. 

All these valuable additions to our national collection have been classified and 
placed on the shelves in the best manner compatible with the limited space always 
growing smaller to be found in the Library. 

The Americana section of the Library has also received its quota of works out of 
print, which are more and more difficult to obtain owing to strong competition on the 
part of foreign libraries. Among the books and documents bought for that section, dur 
ing recess, are to be found twelve volumes of the Transactions of the American Anti 
quarian Society ; also a photographic copy of a valuable map deposited in the Congres 
sional Library at Washington ; it is designated as a Plan of Quebec, the Capital of 
Canada, in North America, with the liason and part of the adjacent country, showing 
the principal encampments and works of the British Army, commanded by Major 
General Wolfe, and those of the French Army, commanded by Lieut. General the Mar 
quis of Montcalm, during the siege of that place in 1759. 

Through the obliging courtesy of Colonel Neilson, a copy was secured of certain 
letters exchanged between Louis J. Papineau and Pierre Bedard Joseph Moquin, a 
celebrated lawyer of his day, and John Neilson, M.P.P., and editor of the Quebec 
Gazette. These interesting letters, written during the years 1826 to 1836, bear on the 
political situation of that troubled period of our history. 

It sometimes occurs during the session that some Members will borrow books for 

friends living at a distance a practice contrary to the interests of the Library and 

that when these books are called for, the names of these parties have been forgotten. 
The Librarians respectfully request that, at least, the names and addresses of the 
persons favoured with these loans be given so as to insure a possibility of their return. 

A large number of important works have been presented to the Library since last 
session. A list of those donations will be found annexed to the present Eeport, and 
also the list of the Canadian publications deposited in this department under the 
Copyright Act.

3. The rates for telephone service in any municipality may be increased or dimin 
ished by order of the Governor in Council upon the application of the Company or 
of any interested municipality, and thereafter the rates so ordered shall be the rates 
under this Act until again similarly adjusted by the Governor in Council. 

2. In increasing or diminishing said rates due regard shall be had to the principle 
embodied in section 3 of chapter 67 of the statutes of 1892, and to new conditions 
which have obtained since. 

3. In the case of any such application the Governor in Council may commission 
or empower any Judge of the Supreme Court or Exchequer Court of Canada, or of 
any Superior Coxirt in any province of Canada, to inquire in a summary way into, 
and report to the Governor in Council whether such increase or diminution should be, 
made, and as to the expenses incurred in and about the application and inquiry. 

4. The Governor in Council may order the whole or any part of such expenses 
to be borne by the municipality or by the Company. 

5. The judge may compel the attendance of witnesses and examine them under 
oath and require the production of books and papers, and shall have such other neces 
sary powers as are conferred upon him by the Governor in Council for the purposes 
of such inquiry. 

6. Any order made under this Act by the Governor in Council may be made an 
order of the Exchequer Court of Canada or of any Superior Court of any province 
of Canada, and shall be enforced in like manner as any rule or order of such court. 

4. The word " rates " in this Act shall apply to all rates charged for the rental or 
use of telephones and telephone service, and also to charges for messages from any 
person in one municipality to any other person in another municipality, commonly 
known as long distance messages.

The Honourable Mr. Landry called the attention of the members of the Senate to 
the following document, published in the month of June last : 
" To the Honourable Joseph Chamberlain : 

" Eight Honourable Sir : 

" The University of Laval has existed fifty years. It was Her Majesty Queen Vic 
toria who signed, at Westminster, the Royal Charter which gives civil existence to the 
first French Canadian University in Canada. This document is very remarkable ; it 
will remain for ever as the most evident proof of the breadth of view, and the nobility 
of sentiment of the Queen, whose life will form the subject of one of the most beau 
tiful page- of the history of the 19th century. 

In 1860, Laval University received a visit from His Majesty King Edward VII., 
then Prince of Wales. Our institution was very young then ; nevertheless it so inter 
ested the young Prince with the generous heart and brilliant intelligence that he 
founded a prize that has been awarded every year for forty years, and which in the 
month of June last gave rise to a competition in which more than four hundred pupils 
took part. 

" You will understand that the university owes gratitude to the Royal Family ; 
and this gratitude it strives to show to it by giving to society every year enlightened 
citizens and convinced Christians. 

" Its pupils are to-day everywhere in the different parts of the Dominion. The 
tongue which they speak, the Catholic religion which they profess, the teaching which 
they have received at the university, are far from injuring their loyalty. They are 
firmly attached to the present conditions of their national life ; they are proud to be 
living under the shadow of the flag of a nation which holds the fifth of the habitable 
world, which counts four hundred millions of subjects, which by itself alone does one- 
third of the commerce of the world, which marches boldly at the head of the nations as 
a colonial, industrial, and commercial power ; they appreciate the advantages of the 
liberty which they possess, they see with pleasure their institutions and their works 
nourishing without impediment, and enjoying the respect which this great nation 
knows how to render to what we have to be respected. 

" As these pupils belong to the governing class, they have influence upon their 
fellow-citizens and they communicate their sentiments to those who surround them. 
Thus the Catholic French Canadians feel happy, and foreigners that visit them ire 
struck by this air of contentment, of joy, and happiness, which they do not notice else 
where in the same degree. 

All the thousands of pupils to whom the university has given intellectual life 
are fervent Catholics, convinced ones, but all are also loyal subjects. They sincerely 
love the Church whose children they are ; but they also love the nation whose citizens 
they are. They venerate the Pope who directs them for the salvation of their souls, 
and they honour the King to whom God has given them as subjects. 

" Therefore, they are pained to see His Majesty the King obliged, on the day of 
His Coronation,, to take an oath in which are explicitly denied truths which they admit, 
dogmas which they venerate. And in the name of the professors and of the pupils r;f 
the university, in the name of the thousands of citizens whom the university has 
formed, and who are perhaps the most loyal subjects of His Majesty in Canada, I hum- 
"bly venture to pray you to use yotvr great influence to have changed a form of oath 
which is so contrary to the breadth of view which Canadians are pleased to recognize, 
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fcr many long years, amongst the statesmen of the mother country with wlmm they 
h.ive had relations."

Has the Government sent it to the Honourable the Secretary of State for the Col- 
oniis \ 

When was it so sent ? 

What was the answer received ? 

When and by whom was it given ?

Canada," to which they desire the concurrence of this House.

The Honourable Mr. Landry called the attention of the Senate to the following 
declaration, made December 15, 1896, at Toronto, by the Honourable Mr. Fitzpatrick 
(then Solicitor General, to-day Minister of Justice), and reported by the newspapers 
of that time : 

; The programme of the Liberal party (upon the Manitoba schools question) has 
this advantage, that if the first attempt at a modus vivendi (that is to say the Lau- 
rier-Greenway compromise) does not give satisfaction, it may be corrected and bet 
tered by new amicable arrangements between the two governments. At the same time, 
the way of federal legislation remains always open to the Manitoba minority in case 

conciliation should not succeed in creating an acceptable situation Finally, if 

all that fails, there will still and always be time to have recourse to a federal law appro 
priate to the circumstances. If that does not give satisfaction we will do more." 

And inquired : 

1. Has the government taken communication or had it knowledge of a pastoral 
letter, dated March 9, 1902, written by His Grace Monseigneur the Archbishop of St. 
Boniface, in which, after having cited the words of the Sovereign Pontiff condemning 
the Laurier-Greenway arrangement, or at least the law which was the consequence of it, 
as defective, imperfect, insufficient, His Grace adds : 

" In reading over this page, my dear brethren, and in considering the actual state 
of things, and then that none of our school rights have been rendered to us by law, as 
well that our situation should be ameliorated, we ask ourselves how it can be, that 
Catholics, fathers of families, or statesmen, journalists and others, dare to say that the 
schools question is finally regulated to the satisfaction of the Catholic minority ! 
Nothing can be more contrary to the truth. No, our school question is not settled " 
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2. In face of the positive affirmation made by the representative of the Catholic 
minority of Manitoba that none of the school rights have been rendered to the latter 
by the law which came out of the Lnurier-Greenway compromise ; in face of this other 
equally positive affirmation, that nothing is more contrary to the truth than to pre 
tend that the schools question has been settled to the satisfaction of the. Catholic 
minority, is it the intention of the Government to have recourse to the expedient sug 
gested and promised by one of the members of the present administration, and " to 
create and ameliorate by new amicable arrangements between the two Governments " a 
modus vivendi which, evidently, gives no satisfaction ? 

3. Does the way of federal legislation remain always open to the Catholic minority 
in case conciliation should not succeed in creating an acceptable situation ? 

4. Is it the intention of the Government, if the actual situation is not accepted 
by the Catholic minority of Manitoba, and if the Legislature of that Province refuses 
or neglects to remedy it, to take in hand itself the cause of the oppressed, and to grant, 
by way of federal legislation, the remedy which the constitution itself has created, 
which a judgment without appeal of the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council of 
His Majesty indicates, and which was promised moreover by one of the members of 
the administration ? 

The Honourable Sir Mackenzie Bowell moved, seconded by the Honourable Mr. 
Scott, 

That a Select Committee be appointed, to consist of His Honour the Speaker, 
the Honourable Mr. Scott, the Honourable Sir Alphonse Pelletier, K.C.M.G., the Hon 
ourable Messieurs Macdonald (Victoria), Ellis, Lougheed and the mover, to consider 
and regulate the invitations and seating of guests in the Senate Chamber at the open 
ing and closing of Parliament. 

The question of concurrence being put thereon, the same was resolved in the 
affirmative, and

3. Your Committee recommend that the stationery and other articles required for 
the next Session of Parliament be ordered according to the list approved by Your Com 
mittee and to be deposited with the Stationery Clerk, and that the distribution be made 
in a way similar to that of past Sessions. 

4. Your Committee also recommend that the usual small trunk of stationery be 
supplied to Senators at the next Session of Parliament. 

5. Your Committee recommend that, with a view to facilitating reference, para 
graphs 4, 5, 6, and 7 of the Report of the Committee on Internal Economy and Con 
tingent Accounts adopted by the Senate on the 9th July, 1894, which are as follows : 

" 4. The Clerk of the Senate is the recognized Chief of the Staff, with a general 
supervision over all the officers and employees of the Senate. 

" 5. He shall have power to suspend any officer or employee, pending the decision 
of the Committee on Internal Economy and Contingent Accounts, or of the Senate, 
or (in the case of officers appointed by the Governor General) of the Governor in 
Council. 

" 6. He shall arrange, after consultation with the Law Clerk or other officer acting 
ns Clerk of Committees, for the summoning of the various committees, the keeping of 
the minutes thereof, the preparing reports of their proceedings and the general conduct 
of their business. 

" 7. He shall, after consultation with the various clerks, make such arrangements, 
not inconsistent with any rule, decision or regulation adopted by the Senate, with 
respect to the distribution of work amongst the clerks, as he may deem advisable." 
be embodied in this Report, paragraphs 6 and 7 being, however, so amended as to pro 
vide that any action of the Clerk thereunder may be reversed or modified by the Senate 
or by the Committee on Internal Economy and Con tingent Accounts. 

6. Your Committee recommend, that, where the Law Clerk who is also Clerk of 
Committee attends a meeting of a Committee, he shall act as Clerk of such Committee 
and make the Minutes of the meeting. 

7. Your Committee recommend that in case of the absence of any member of the 
clerical staff or of any vacancy in such staff, the duties attached to the vacant position 
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shall, for the time being, be discharged by some member of the staff to be selected by 
the Clerk. Provided that if temporary help is required to secure the proper transaction 
of the business of the Senate the same may be obtained by the Clerk. 

8. Your Committee recommend that paragraphs 16 and 17 of the said Keport of 
9th July, 1894, be revised, the paragraphs being as follows : 

" 1(1. With a view to improving the discipline in that branch of the Senate service, 
Your Committee recommend that the door-keepers, messengers and pages be placed 
under the supervision of the Sergeant-at-Arms, who shall have power to suspend any 
member of that portion of the staff for a fortnight, any longer suspension to be by the 
Clerk. 

" 17. The Housekeeper or Chief Messenger to continue to direct the staff of 
messengers, subject to the supervision and control of the Sergeant-at-Arms." 

The Clerk is so situated and occupied that he cannot exercise efficient supervi 
sion over the door-keepers, messengers and pages. 

During the time when the paragraphs in question were in force, that is, from 
9th July, 1894, to 17th June, 1897, there \vas no ground for complaint as to their work 
ing, nor any serious friction. 

Paragraph 1C simply places the Sergaant-at-Arms in the same position which he 
occupies in England and under Rule 107 of the Canadian House of Commons. 

9. Your Committee recommend that the Chief Messenger supervise the work of 
his subordinates from the messengers room, and keep a record of all messengers sent 
outside of the Parliament Buildings during Session. 

10. Your Committee recommend : 

(1.) That Mr. Alfred Garneau, at present first French Translator, be Chief 
Trench Translator, in the place of Mr. A. A. Boucher, who has been relieved of the 
duties of that office, on recommendation made in the second report of the Committee 
on Internal Economy and Contingent Accounts adopted by the Senate on April 15, 
1902, and that the Chief French Translator have charge of all the translation of the 
Senate, of whatever kind, including the Hansard, and apportion it amongst the Tran 
slators according to the exigencies of the work from time to time. 

(2.) That Mr. Alfred Garneau s salary be increased from $2,200 to $2,400 a year, 
such increase to take effect on July 1, 1902.

(4.) That the salaries of the above named gentlemen remain as at present, 
namely : 

Mr. Trudel, $1,300 a year. 

Mr. Bouchard, $1,200 a year. 

Mr. Chapman, $1,000 a year. 

11. Your Committee recommend that the salary of the Gentleman Usher of the 
Black Eod be $1,800 a year and that his -salary be paid by the Senate from the date of 
his appointment, and also that his uniform be paid for. 

12. Your Committee recommend that, from the end of the present session, the 
practice introduced in 1901, of paying the barber and the keeper of the Restaurant as 
sessional messengers be discontinued. 

13. Your Committee recommend that Robert O Leary and William Thome who 
have acted and been paid as sessional messengers for some years be appointed sessional 
messengers ; that Jacques Lariviere be appointed a sessional messenger, and that the 
present Chairman of the Committee be authorized to secure the services of another 
sessional messenger to enter upon his duties at the beginning of next session of Par-

Then the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons addressed His Excel 
lency the Governor General as follows : 

" MAY IT PLEASE YOUR EXCELLENCY : 

" The Commons of Canada have voted certain Supplies required to enable the Gov 
ernment to defray the expenses of the Public Service. 

" In the name of the Commons, I present to Your Excellency the following Bill : 
" (168) An Act for granting to His Majesty certain sums of money for the pub 
lic service, of the financial years ending respectively the 30th June, 1902, and the 30th 
June, 1903, to which Bill I humbly request Your Excellency s assent." 

Then, after the Clerk of the Crown in Chancery had read the Title of the Bill, 
The Clerk of the Senate, by His Excellency s command, did thereupon say : 
" In His Majesty s name, His Excellency the Governor General thanks His Loyal 
Subjects, accepts their benevolence, and assents to this Bill." 

After which His Excellency the Governor General was pleased to close the Second 
Session of the Ninth Parliament of the Dominion with the following Speech : 

Honourable Gentlemen of the Senate : 

Gentlemen of the House of Commons : 

In relieving you from further attendance in Parliament, I desire to thank you for 
the care and attention given to your important duties. 

The unusual number of Acts that have been passed incorporating industrial and 
railway companies may be taken as an evidence of the rapid progress that Canada is 
making in wealth and prosperity. Further proof of that satisfactory condition is 
afforded by the increase in the trade and revenue of the country. 

It has been gratifying to note the unprecedented flow of immigrants from Europe 
and from the United States that are now seeking homes in Manitoba and in the North 
west Territories. The rapidly increasing population in that fertile section of the Do 
minion must yearly add to the trade of the country. 

The agreement entered into with the Canadian Pacific Eailway Company, when 
authorizing an increase of its capital, to expend over nine million dollars in providing 
additional rolling stock, will, it is hoped, materially diminish in the future the serious 
losses that have arisen from the insufficient supply of cars to carry the products of the 
West to Eastern ports. 

The amendments made to the Manitoba Grain Act authorizing the farmers in 
Manitoba and in the North-west Territories to erect flat warehouses for storing their 
grain at railway stations, will, it is believed, be found to serve a useful purpose, and 
defeat any attempt to depress prices by combinations. 

The o-rowing population in the Yukon Territory and the rapid development in the 
trade of that section of Canada amply justify the Act granting to its residents a repre 
sentative in Parliament who will be authorized to speak for his constituency in all 
matters affecting the more important interests of that remote part of the Dominion. 
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Gentlemen of the House of Commons : 

I thank you in His Majesty s name for the liberal supplies your have granted for 
the public service. 

Honourable Gentlemen of the Senate :

In bidding you farewell, I desire to express the hope that when we meet next year 
we shall be able to again rejoice in the continued prosperity which now prevails over 
this wide Dominion.
